"Newspapers entirely disregard 
this; because they, mu’ll have news 
they treat only one class at a time 
and overlook other cases. A few 
years ago there were waves of sul- 
j clde among business men and among 
children. Actual flgurqu show, only 
a small temborary relative inereasc 
in the type stresirad. and this increase 
may be caused, by reading about the 
suicides of oth)»rB similarly situdted. 

Youth Interretlng 

"Of course it la natural that they 
should choose yopih to write about,”' 
be '^ded. "they always do: Jhir 
youth is so much more interesting 
than age. 

"But t'he subjects college students 
study have relatively little to do with 
their suicides.

One fact that is seemingly overlooked when anyone con- 
siders some difference between this University and other ihstitu- 
tiona is that this is literally a “University of Poor Men.” Where 
but an insignificant percentage of the students of most .other 
Universities are earning even part of their way through School, 
« very high per cent of George Washington students are paying 
their entire way through the University. The minority per- 
eentage of students who are not required to work to attend this 
inaUtutlon are for the most part 'the sons and daughters of those 
in moderate circumstances, whose parents find themselves only 
able to send their children to school in town. 

This fact gives this University an extremely democratic 
eharacter, but necessarily infiuences the endowment, and in fact 
almost everything connected with the institution. Certainly in 
«eil4dn fields ^this lack of Qnancia\ backing is a great handicap to 
the students, but it alsoi hks its good points. The students here 
ere as a whole more serious minded, and have on tiie whole- a 
greeter purpose in life and at least as great a chance to succeed 
ae their more wealthy brothers. While financial ease is certainly 
nothing to be; refus^, nevertheless the present financial char- 
acter of George; Washington tJniversity students may prove a 
bleeOng in disguise in making a uiiified University spirit more 
eeeily accomplished.

Women of the University have a 
varied program to carry out at the 
Fourth Annual Inter-Class Track and 
Field meet to be held Saturday after- 
noon at Central High School under 
the aueplces of the Men's O. W. Club.

The Public Administration Confer- 
ence being held at tke University was 
opened yesterday bp President Lewis. 
The object of this conference, the 
first of its kind to be held In Wash- 
ington, Is "to promote a clear under- 
standing of the policies and actlvl- 
I ties of the various branches of the 
I Federal government, and to make 


dealings, saying, 'X^onfldence which 
springs from Integrity, fair dealing, ' 
and efficient service Is the foundation 
of success in any profession or voca- 
tion. It is the cornerstone of 'good 
will.' frequently one of the greatest 
assets of any established professional 
or business institution." 

To those of the senior law class 
present. Judge Parker said. "Bvqry 
man owes to himself and those de- 
pendent upon him the duty to earn a 
livelihood, and where practical to ac- 
quire a competency. But the world 
owes to no man a living simply be- 
cause he elects to engage In the prac- 
tice of the law. but only an opportun- 
ity, equal to that of every others man, 
to render a service, the functioh of 
hie profession, one of the rewards for 
which is Individual profit When in- 
dividual gain Is truly the measurd of 
the service rendered, then the greater 
his gain the greater the value of the 
Individual to the world. Then a for- 
tune becomes a badge of honor rather 
than a r^roach." 

Is Eminent Jurist 

’ i 

The eminent jurist who is Chair- 
man of the Law School Committee 
of the University Board of Trustees, 
la now lenrtng In Wkshlngton as Um- 
pire of the Mixed Claims Commission, 
oonoeming Germany and the United 
States, and also as sole Commissioner 
of the Tripartite Claims Commission, 
sdjusting claims between this coun- 
try. Austria and Hungary- !n an- 
swering President Lewis' statement 
earlier In the evening that he was 
passing out of the picture. Judge 
Parker declared that this was an Im- 
possibility becatuie hls per«onallty was 
Indelibly engraved on all that George 
Washington Univeraity stands for. 

President Lewis, while speaking at 
the dinner, told of how much It meant 
to him to be able to carry away the 
memory of hls friendship with the 
members of the Faculty and Board 
of Trustees of the University, who. 
after all, embody the life of the in- 
stitution. 

Although he had not had the op- 
portunity to make personal contacts 
with students which he would have 
liked to have made, which was one 
of the reasons for the acceptance of 
hls new post, he had been able to 
make a real personal contact with the 
members of the official bodies, and 
this would always remain a joy to 
him, he said. Leaving with the 
deepest feeling of Ipve and admira- 
tion for the Law School, he stated 
that he was doing so with the knowl- 
edge that It was looking into a far 
greater future than many could anti- 
cipate. 

Following the dinner which took 
place In the ballroom of the City 
Club, the three class presidents of 
the Law School were .Introduced by 
Dean William 0.*“ Van ' Vleck who 
served as toastmaster for the eve- 
ning. Samuel Avis, president of the 
first-year class, lamented the attach- 
ment of the name of "freshmen" to 
hls group, the members of which be 
contended had all had at least two 
years of previous college work.
